The next Legislature will In- 
asked to pass a law requiring all j 
nominations, of all political parties. 1 
to be made by primary instead of 
convention, the cost to be paid 
by the State, just as in a general 
election. L. H. Carter, of Law- 
renceburg, formerly a member of j 
the State Senate, said yesterday af- j 
ternoon that he is considering such 
a bill and probably will ask some j 
one to introduce it at the next ses- 1 
sior, Mr Carter was in Louis 
ville for the day and was at Demo- 1 
cratic State headquarters. With 
regard to the proposed law he said: ! 

“On account of the complaint 
and charges which are always 
made in convention, whether they 
be county or district, it seems to 1 
me that it will be lietter for every \ 
body concerned to have the nomi- 
nees of both the parties selected by- 
primaries instead of conventions. 
County mass conventions are al- 
ways productive of charges of mis 
rule or of fraud, and it would be- 
inuch fairer to have a regular pri- 
mary iu all cases. Even in dis 
tricts the conventions do not leave 
a good feeling and cause dissension 
I would have all nominees of all 
parties selected by primary. 

“The main objection to the pri- 
mary is that it is expensive and on 
this account frequently prevents a 
man from making a race which he 
is entitled to enter. Under the 
present rules, the candidates must 
pay the costs of the primary, and
